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THE MOUNT DIABLO TRAIL RIDE 
A Public Service Event

Dick AA6DL, and I (N6GQN) were 
at the rest stop when a rider was 
crushed against a railing by a 
horse. The rider's screams further 
spooked the horse and it apparently 
trampled her again as it ran off. 
After a few startled seconds, I, 
using AA6DL's rig, arranged for 
N6PUL to contact the ranger and send 
an ambulance. The ranger was there 
in 10 minutes and after a brief 
examination arranged for the chopper 
to take the injured rider to the 
trauma center at John Muir Hospital. 
The ambulance arrived shortly after, 
and the patient was transported to 
the helo-landing site. 

Hams also arranged to have a 
veterinarian standing by to examine 
a horse being transported down the 
mountain. The horse was suffering 
from Choleric a sometimes fatal 
illness. 

MDARC and the Mt. Diablo Trail 
Ride Association extended their 
thanks to Joe WA6DQN, Dick AA6DL, 
John N6PUL, Pete N6QGN, and June 
N6SWP for a job well done.

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1200 MHz, TODAY AND TOMORROW 
By Don Smith W6NKF 


I have been asked to update 
the readers on the current status 
of the 1240 to 1300 MHZ amateur 
band. 

Not too long ago, equipment 
for this band was non-existent, 
and if you were interested in a 
band where a quarterwave antenna 
is slightly over an inch, you had 
to roll your own gear. 

Today, Icom, Yaesu and Ken- 
wood also make 1200 transceivers. 
Icom made a transceiver for base 
station use that also included an 


ATV converter module for both 
transmit and receive of NTSB 
television pictures, which, used 


in conjunction with a TV set on 
channel 3 or 4 gave you a com- 
plete television station with the 
exception of the camera. This was 
the Icon 1271. While it is no 
longer made, there are quite a 
few floating around, and if you 
run into one, you can use it for 
FM, SSB, ATV and satellite uplink 
work. The used value is around 
800-900 dollars for one with the 
ATV unit. Also available are mo- 
bile and hand held units for the 
band at reasonable prices. 

Coverage on the band is quite 
similar to the 450 band, however, 
a wet tree will wreak havoc on 
your signal path! High and in the 
clear with the antenna is the key 
word, and whatever you do, don't 
skimp on the quality of the coax 
feed line. Forget about RG-8 at 
these frequencies! It acts like 
a leaky hose. At the least, try 
to find some half-inch Andrews 
hardline, and use only N-type 
connectors, well fastened. Keep 
all joints tight and well sealed. 
A few drops of water in the con- 
nector will send your signal down 
the drain! 


As for use of the band, there 


are at least 12 to 15 repeaters 
on FM at the present time, 


the 


latest is on 1291.600 on Mt. 
Also Mt. Vaca, and the South Bay 
have repeaters. The outputs are in 
the 1291 to 1293 range with a minus 
20 MHz spiit. (in low, out high)... In 
addition, there is weak signal, moon 
bounce, satellite inputs, and 4 ATV 
channels in the 1200 band. 

With the overcrowding on 2, 220 


Diablo. 


and 450, this band offers the oppor- 
tunity for expansion of repeater 
networks, packet links and local 
repeaters. A complete repeater, 
ready to put on the air and fre- 
quency programmable is available 
from the Icom Company. 

The input to the W6NKF Mt. 


Diablo ATV repeater is on the 1200 
band, and soon there will be an 
output on 1200 to match it. 1200 ATV 
simplex in a blast, with signals up 
to 50 miles reachable with proper 
location. If you're behind a hill or 
in a hole, forget it! 

I expect the next few years 
will see the 1200 band mushroom with 
use and ATV repeaters. FM repeaters 
will be common, and the SSB and 
satellite portions of the band will 
also fill up. The band noise is low, 
and interference from commercial 
stations is also low.
